Despite identification by his vic- | 
tim, and collapse of his “airtight’ 
alibi, Reuben Hernandez, 24, Los 
Angeles, continued today to main- 
tain to Ontario police that he is 
innocent of the attempted robbery 
and assault. 

Hernandez is accused as the 
companion of Santiago O., Jiminez, 
slain by a police bullet Monday. 
Both were identified as the men 
who brutally beat and then shot 
Fay Skinner, 48, in an abortive at- 
tem'pt to rob the King Cole market. 

A coroner's jury convened at 
Richardson's mortuary this morn- 
ing found Jiminez’ death to be 
justifiable homicide. 

Hernandez was returned here 
last night by Officer George Wil- 
liams and Constable R. E. Spreck- 
er from San Diego where he was 
in the hands of immigration au- 
thorities. He is held on $5000 bail. 
He appeared there yesterday to 





answer a federal smuggling charge 
and was detained on request of 
Ontario police . 

Hernandez claimed to have been 
working on a construction job in 
Los Angeles at the time of the 
burglary. L.A. police, investigating 
for the local department, said he 
had been “seen” on the job Mon- 
day, but did not work.

End as worried housewives tried desperately to feed and 
dothe their families within the limitations of the family 
budget.
